The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 96-97, 99-110, 117-124 are directed to a method of malting stained 
molecular weight ladder comprising the following three steps : (1) producing plurality of 
polypeptides of different molecular weights comprising thioredoxin or thioredoxin 
deletion mutants, optionally having the ability to form inclusion bodies upon expression 
in a bacterial host cell, (2) incubating the plurality of polypeptides with at least one 
protein binding dye to form a plurality of pre-stained molecules weight mariners and (3 ) 
admixing the plurality of pertained markers to form pre-stained molecular weight ladder. 

The first step of the method above is novel. Further the prior art does not teach 
or suggest preparing such specifically claimed plurality of polypeptides to form such 
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specifically claimed molecular weight ladder either. Therefore, said step is also non- 
obvious. Since said step is both novel and non-obvious, a method comprising said step 
for preparing pertained molecular weight ladder is also novel and non-obvious.
